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CRAIN TO TAKE PART IN BUTLER INSTITUTE 


At the invitation of Dr. Frederick D. 
Kershner, Dr. James A. Crain will con- 
tinue as a member of the panel which 
will discuss the Christian's attitude 
toward war at the Mid-Summer Institute 
of the Butler College of Religion, but 
will discuss alternatives to war in- 
‘stead of the moderate pacifist position 
from which he asked to be released as 
stated in his article in NEWSLETTER 
last month, under the caption There Is 
No Middle Ground. Dr. Crain asked Dr. 
Kershner to release him from his pron- 
ise to take part in a discussion with 
Mr. Harold Fey and Mr. Homer Chaillaux 
because a re-examination of the factors 
involved convinced him that any attempt 
to defend a middle ground between pac- 
ifism and militarism would inevitably 
drive him either to the pacifist or mil- 
itarist position. In his letter to Dr. 
Kershner he reaffirmed a positive pac- 
ifism which develops a program and ac- 
cepts responsibility for putting into 
operation non-violent procedures which 
will give approximate justice to all 
parties tointernational disputes with- 
out resort to war. Our present rampant 
nationalism is comparable to the irre- 
sponsible individualism which charact- 
erized the settlement of the west in 
the period following the Civil War. 
Bandits, gunmen, and thugs thrived in 
the absence of any organized society 
capable of maintaining order and dis- 
appeared when the orderly processes of 
government were developed. Our stnter- 
national 'bad men' are but the projec- 
tion of Billy the Kid' on a world scale. 
Blocs and alliances of nations are com- 
parable to vigilante groups which sought 
on their own authority to impose their 
will on the lawless. The alternative 
to war, Dr. Crain believes, is the de- 
velopment of some form of internation- 
al social order capable of administer- 
png justice and restraining nations 
which defy international law and order. 
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GEN. MOSELEY 'DISCOVERS' A REVOLUTION 
Since his retirement from the Army 
last year, marked by a bitter attack up- 
upon the Administration which brought 
&@ reprimand from Secretary of War Wood- 
ring, Major General Van Horne Moseley 
has been the spokesman for certain groups 
which are charged with anti-Semitic and 
fascist tendencies. Late in May the 
Dies Committee got around to looking 
into General Moseley's activities and 
unearthed one of the most fantastic 
stories of recent years. Moseley, it 
seems, is in close touch with various 
'viewers-with-alarm' organizations and 
sometime ago became involved with one 
James E. Campbell, of Owensboro, Ky., 
said to be a reserve officer of the army. 
Campbell was in touch with one Dudley 
P. Gilbert, a socially prominent New 
Yorker who, in turn, was in touch with 
a mysterious waiter in a mysterious ‘'ex- 
clusive New York club’. The waiter fur- 
nished Gilbert with some highly confi- 
dential information, which Gilbert re- 
layed to Campbell, together with sums 
reputed to be in the neighborhood of 
$8,000. Campbell supplied this 'confi- 
dential't information toa ‘select' list 
of individuals in various parts of the 
United States, including Moseley. The 
"information' was to the effect that a 
wealthy New York group (presumably Jews) 
planned to start a revolution in the 
United States by seizing 8 of the 11 U. 
S. arsenals with a "Red Army of the 
World" supposed to number 150,000. Up- 
on receipt of the ‘'report' Moseley wrote 
Campbell asking permission to give the 
information to General Malin Craig, 
chief of staff of the army. Campbell 
replied, suggesting that the information 
be given to Gen. Craig personally "so 
that it does not reach the administra- 
tion," believing that "a time may come 
when a demurrer will have to be taken 
by the army." Congressman Dies charac- 
terized the activities of Moseley and

Milk distribution monop- 
lists talk about a 'milk surplus' which 
hey buy from farmers at distress prices, 
ut AAA officials estimated that if slum 
hildren and pellagra - ridden children 
n the South had sufficient milk there 
ould be not a surplus. but a shortage 
hich would require 15,000,000 addi- 
ional cows.

The millionaire class in the United 
tates has made a remarkable come-back 
rom the depression. Pictorial statis- 
ics recently published by the Chicago 
'ribune shows that in 1929 there were 
8,889 persons inthe U.S. with incomes 
£ $50,000 or more (a million dollars 
apitalized as 5% being the sum neces- 
ary to produce $50,000 income.) In 
932 the number had dropped to 7,738, 
n 1933 it was increased to 8,072, in 
935 to 10,502, 1936 to 18,196, and in 
937, 16,389. While these figures in- 
‘lude all persons with an income in 
these years of $50,000 or more, they 
-lso include persons with incomes run- 
ting up to $5,000,000. As is to be ex- 
vected, these figures show that the up- 
oer income groups have recovered from 
-he depression more rapidly than wage 
"Orkers.

- The precariousness of Japan's hold 
on China is shown by the fact that on 
lay 19, the Japanese Yen had fallen in 
-alue below the Chinese dollar on the 
shanghai exchange. In Japan and Manchu - 
“uo the yen has been maintained at 34 
sents in relation to the American dol- 
ar, but Japan has been unable to main- 
fain this ratio in China. In Shanghai 
3100 (American) will buy 617 Chinese 
lollars, which, in turn, will buy 630 
fapanese yen, with the result that in 
-erms of the American dollar the Chin- 
sse dollar is 13 per hundred stronger 
‘han the Japanese yen.

Jewish blood. On April 21 Moseley wrote 
to a New York national guard officer, 
"The fa ot, is that the moat ~aerions 
problem confronting America today is 
just this problem of the Jew and how 
to get rid .of -his influence definitvery 
—locally, nationally and internation- 
ee On May 12, he wrote Campbell 
from Atlanta that he was setting out 
for the west coast and "If the Jews 
bump me off be sure to see that they 
get the credit. for it from coast to 
eoaet. It will BRelp our cauge. 


Certain sinister elements complete- 
ly overshadow the opera bouffe aspects 
of this ludicrous story. The United 
States is the one place in the world 
where a Jew is safe. Why should he 
want to overthrow the very government 
that gives him the only protection he 
has in the world? It is hard-to be-— 
lieve that any responsible American 
would deliberately foment anti - Semit- 
ism. And still harder to believe that 
in such a project they should suggest 
using the army to ‘demur' to the acts 
of a legally elected Administration. 
Such talk is not far short of treason. 
The Dies Committee should go deeper 
into the activities of this group that 
expects the gevernment to be overthrown 
and plans to beat them to it by over- 
throwing it themselves. 


SENATOR REYNOLDS DEFENDS HIMSELF 
SENATOR RELAVESY = 


Senator Robert R. Reynolds of North 
Carolina, whose visit to Germany last 
year and subsequent activivLes a @ebies 
country have earned him the reputation 
of being Fascist-minded, has at last 
been stung to the point of defending 
Himeaelt. On May 11 he treated the Sen- 
Ate to some 37000 words of oratory 1il- 
ling 44 columns of Congressional Record 
in defense of his Americanism and de- 
nying that he is tool of Hitler. 


Sen. Reynolds! difficulties spring 
from the fact that he has become one of 
the most popular speakers in the U. S. 
among reactionary groups. He is fre- 
quently dubbed 'pro-Fascist' by news- 
papermen, and his speeches as well as 
his Senate record lend credence to the 


charge. He has opposed American mem- 
bership on the World Court, supported 
cuts in WPA appropriations; declared 


that "Great Britain, France,and Soviet 
Russia are trying to get us into 4 war 
to save the democracies of imperialis- 
wECceoritvain  SOCiatistic «France, and com 
unistic Russia." He has also sought en- 
actment of legislation to deport aliens 
and prevent opening our doors to 20,000 
German refugee children. He was the 
chief speaker ata recent meeting of the 
American Defense Society in Hotel Astor 
New York City where Fritz Kuhn, Fuehrer 
of the German-American Bund and 9 other 
Bund leaders were present and gave an 
interview approving his speech, though 
Reynolds declares that he did not know 
of their presence.
